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1. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as 
the invention. On lines 1-2 of claims 1 and 22, the phrase "particularly generating cutting or 
generating grinding" does not clearly establish if this structure is being claimed or not. The 
claim should be amended to either clearly claim a grinding or cutting machine, or perhaps the 
phrase should be removed from the claims. A similar situation exists in claim 3 with the phrase 
"particularly non-linearly rotating," as it is not clear if this limitation is present or not. Claim 9 
improperly sets forth a range within a range. Claims 6, 8, 23, and 24 make a comparison with 
some unknown conventional 6-axis machine, such that it is not clear exactly what the values for 
the conventional machine would be. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-4, 19, 21, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Stadtfeld (4930950). As seen in figures 1 and 2, the axis of cutter 21 may be adjusted to a tilt 
angle relative to the axis of rotation 40 of drum 17, but it is considered to be "non-adjustable" in 
the sense that various clamp means such as 23, 24, 25, may lock that adjusted position such that 
it does not change during rotation of the drum 17. Column 4, lines 35+ discuss means to rotate 
the drum. Note axes of movement A, B, C, pivot axis 13, and drum axis 40, Workpiece 22 is 
mounted on spindle 16. Figure 2 shows the gearing for rotating the cutter. 
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4. Claims 5, 10-18, 20, and 25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
